The $6-million in federal 
qousing assistance funds 
to help an estimated 1,860 
low income families 
acquire rental housing in 
Central Ohio, announced 
Monday by HUD, will be a 
substantial help, but in 
comparison with housing 
needs, it will merely 
scratch the surface, an 
area housing agency 
director said. 

The funds, announced 
by Paul Lydens, Director of 
the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development in 
Columbus, are to be used 
by Sept. 30, 1977. 

Carl White, Executive 
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director ‘of _ Housing 
Opportunity Center, 700 
Bryden Rd., acknowledged 
that the funds will provide 
some help to the housing 
problem, but he said “‘it is 
not enough to cause a 
strong impact on the 
overall need." 

According to Lydens, the 
bulk of the funds, $5.3 
million will provide 
approximately 1,560. units 
of assisted housing under 
HUD's Section 8 Housing 
Assistance Payments 
Program, authorized by the 
Housing and Community 
Development Act of 1974. 
The remaining $850,000 is 


earmarked: for approxi- 
mately 300° units of 
low income public 
housing, he said. 

Of the Section 8 monies 
to be allocated, $1.75 
million will be directed to 
provide rental assistance 
funds for 500 units for the 


elderly and the 
handicapped to be 
developed under HUD’s 


Sction 202 direct loan 
program, Lydens reported. 

Another $1.2 million will 
be set aside to provide 
rental assistance for 340 


families in tandem with 
direct loans made 
available under the

Elderly Volunteers Sought For 
Senior Companion Program 


The Catholic Social Ser- 
vices is currently seeking 
60 persons from 
throughout the area to 
serve as senior companion 
volunteers. The program is 
funded through a $100,000 
grant from Action, a 
federal agency which coor- 
dinates volunteers ser- 
vices, with $14,949 in mat- 
ching funds from local 
monies, according to AC- 
TION State Director Anne 
Cc. Johnson. 

The senior companion 
program will provide op- 
portunities for individuals 
60 or over with. low in- 
comes to give per- 
sonalized care and com- 
panionship to other adults. 
Many of those who'll be 
cared for will be elderly 
persons who either live in 
at home, nursing hdmes or 
institutions, Johnson said. 

City Councilwoman Fran 
Ryan was recently named 
project coordinator for the 
grant program by James 
Foley, board. chairman, 
Catholic Services Social, 
197 E. Gay St. As coor- 
dinator, Ryan will work 


closely with the Geriatric 
Service Organization, 
CMACAO and Tele-A- 
Friend, as well as the Cen- 
tral Ohio area Agency on 
Aging. 

The former three agen- 
cies will serve as “volun- 
teer stations” as part of a 
co-operative venture, Dr. 
Helen. McDaniel, Catholic 
Services director said. 

Volunteers will serve a 
20 hour week, receiving a 
stipend and travel expen- 
ses along with practical in- 
service _ training. The 
program will be housed at 
St. Aloysius Family Service 
Center, 35 Midland Ave. 

The Catholic Social Ser- 
vice is a United Way 
Agency which also 
receives funds from the 
local Diocese and par- 
ticipates. in Title 20 
programs. At present, there 
are approximately 1400 
senior companions 
nationally who serve 20 
hours each week.

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Family Launches Probe In 
Victim’s Shooting Death 


Circumstances — sur- 
rounding the fatal shooting 
of a 25 year old Northwest 
area man Dec. 3, as repor- 
ted by Columbus police, 
have prompted the dead 
man's family to initiate 
steps toward a thorough 
investigation. 

Mark Anthony Thomas, 
263 Georgesville Rd., was 
dead on arrival at River- 
side Hospital with five 38 
caliber bullets in the chest. 

The shooting occurred 
at 110 W. Henderson Rd., 
the home of Emmaline 
Susan Hunley. The 39 year 
old woman, who operated 
the 40 Karats Club, 271 S. 
High St., told police 
Thomas attacked and hit 
her before she shot him. 

Ms. Hunley was indicted 
on an aggravated murder. 
charge just one week after 
the killing. She is free un- 
der $10,000 bond, pending 
trial in Common Pleas 
Court. 

Alonzo Thomas, the vic- 
tim’s.. brother, 1791 Fair- 
wood Aves., said the family 
is very disturbed by the 
police report and the story 
of Ms..Hunley. He said 
Mark Anthony and Hunley 
had been going together 
since last May and that she 
was an extremely jealous 
woman. 

Paul Thomas, another 
brother, also questioned 
the report that Mark An- 
thony attacked Hunley, 
since he had personally 
driven him to Susie’s Rub- 
down Massage Parlor on 
High_ St., about 10:30 pm. 


on Dec. 2. She also 
operated the parlor, he 
said. 


While Mark Anthony was 
attending the Adult night 
classes at Central High 
School trying to get his

diploma, Hunley used to 
pick him up after school, 
Thomas added. 

He said family members 
became suspicious that 
Mark Anthony was the vic- 
tim of foul play, when they 
noticed bruises on the 
bridge of his nose and 
hands while viewing his 
body at the wake. 

Thomas only had $2, his 
watch and a ring were 
reportedly found on his 
body. Paul said Mark An- 
thony had $60 on his per- 
son when he let him off at 
the massage parlour, the 
elder Thomas added.

“foul play is involved in a 
deliberate and _  well- 
planned murder" that they 
have engaged a Columbus 
attorney to represent them 
in an investigation.

The noble and inspiring tenets of 
equality and justice, so papa 
proclaimed in our Constitution and our Bill 
of Rights, must be more fully implemented 
if the American people are ever to- realize 
the inspiring promises contained in these 
historic documents.

As a newspaper dedicated to 
spotlighting the trials and tribulations of 
black people; giving attention to their 
successes and their failures, it has been 
our privilege to bestow our editorial 
blessings upon many worthy individuals. 

Harrison (Harry) Lofton Jr. of 
Columbus was ushered into this select 
group of outstanding individuals last 
week when he was appointed director of 
the Columbus Zoo. 

In all the years of heaping editorial 
praise and expressing sincere best 
wishes to individuals for overwhelming 
success, no one has been more deserv- 
ing than Lofton, for this unique 
achievement carries a challenging 
responsibility few, if any other, blacks 
have undertaken. : 

It is indeed significant when one 
considers the fact that Lofton, with 
absolutely no background in the 
fundamental operation of a Zoo, worked 
his way up from a maintenance foreman 
to the director in a seven year period. 

The 48 year old retired U.S. Air Force 
technical sergeant moved up from work 
foreman to assistant superintendent, 
superintendent, acting director and 
director in seven short years. It is all too 
obvious that in reaching the top Lofton 


the Chicanos, the Indians, the Asians, the 
Puerto Ricans or. the poor.

This point was eloquently demonstra- 
ted last week when the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Zoo Association selected 
Lofton for the superintendency with a 
one year contract at a salary of $25,100

20 years in the Air Force, is the father of 
11 children, nine who . are still at home.

As we see it, Harrison Lofton is indeed 
a man of rare quality and dogged 
determination to prove that a black man 
can overcome all of the obstacles and 
barriers if he works hard enough.

Biography of The Week 


By SAMMY MILLER 


Robert Heberton Terrell was exposed at 
a very early age to a good education that 
paved the way for a promising legal career 
and a leadership role in the Washington 
Afro-American community. Terrell was 
born at Glen Cave, in Orange County, 
Virginia, on November 25, 1857. He was 
reared in Washington and attended its 
public schools, where he made a brilliags 
record for himself. In 1875 he went to 
Massachusetts to continue his studies and 
graduated from the Lawrence Academy in 
Groton, Massachusetts. He -entered 
Harvard University in 1880 and received 
his A,B. degree cum laude in 1884, He was 
one of the five commencement speakers 
and received special honors for his 
scholarship in Greek. Terrell was the third 
black graduate of Harvard and the first 
black to graduate cum laude. 

Returning to Washington in 1884, Terrell 
received an appointment as a teacher in 
the -M_ Street High School and later 
became its principal. He also studied law 
at Howard University Law School, from 
which he graduated as class valedictorian 
in 1889. at same year he secured a 
Federal appointment as chief of a divisic 
in the Treasury Department. By 18£ 
Robert Terrell had gained a Master « 
Laws degree from Howard University an 
was admitted to the bar to practice law i 
all of the District of Columbia's @ourts 


including the United States Suprem

The partnership dissolved when Lynch 
went to serve in ‘the Spanish-American 
War. Terrell, thereafter, continued to 
practice alone in Washington. 

Robert H. Terrell was very active in the 
community affairs of Washington. Records 
show that he held membership in many 
organizations and served as_ chairman, 
president, legal advisor or member of the 
executive board of such groups as the 
Masons, Lincoln Congregational Temple 
(United Church of Corel), Phi Beta Sigma 
and Sigma Pi Phi_ fraternities, the 
Washington Board of Trade, the Odd 
Fellows and the Capital Savings Bank. He 
often lectured in Washington and in other 
parts of the country. His ‘speeches 
reflected his faith in the progress of the 
race and his ideological affinity toward the 
Tuskeegee philosophy of Booker T. 
Washington. 

On tober 28, 1891, Robert Terrell 
married. Mary Elizabeth Church of 
Memphis, Tennessee. Educated at Oberlin 
and later specializing in erauense at 
Paris, Berlin and Florence, Mary Church 
Terrell quickly gained prominence for 
herself in the Washington community, She 
was the first president of the National 
Association of Colored Women, the first 
woman elected president of the Bethel 
Literary and Historical Association and the 
first black wdman to serve on a Bédard of 
Education in the United States. in addition 
to these accomplishments, Mrs. Terrell 
spoke before the International Congress 
of Women, in Berlin, Germany, in 1904; 
and in 1919 she was invited by. the 
international League for Peace and 
Freedom to represent the United States at 
the League Congress in Zurich, 
Switzerland. Until her death in 1954.

As the light of dawn ushers in Christmas 
day, and its sunlight envelops the Judean 
Hills and Jerusalem, soldiers, armed to the 
hilt, stand guard lest someone strikes a 
match and ign a conflagration that 
could destroy the world. 

In the ghettoes and slums of America, 
Christmas highlights the absence of all of , 
the things that would make residents of 
these areas happy. It would be better that 
Christmas day was eliminated from their 
calendar for then they would not be so 
vividly reminded of the exploitation that: 
ensnares and ensiaves them in all the 
wretchedness of life. For one Christmas 
day of joy, they will have a year of trouble. 

“Good will toward men?” Here is what 
International Paper Company told Jessie 
Stevenson’ of Mobile, Ala., when he sought 
promotion after many of satisfactory 
work: “No | can’t give you the (boss) job. | 
know you qualified. You're able to do the 
work. But the union wouldn't let me. You's

For all the hue and cry about our 
segregated public schools, they are not 
our nation’s most segregated institution. 
That dubious honer belongs to our 
Christian churches, and accounts for the 
fact that 11 a.m. on Sunday mornings, in 
almost every town, village and hamlet 
within our borders, is the most segregated 
hour in the land. -- rie a 

There is something ironic about this 
sociological monstrosity that produces 
hordes of allegedly “born again" 
Christians who wend their several ways to 
churches in which, for the most part, the 
worshippers are rigidly separated along 
racial lines. 

To understand this phenomena, to be 
found in no other civilized country save 
ours, one has to go back to the days of 
slavery, when Negroes were forced to 
abandon African religion as well as other 
aspects of their pre-siave life. And, con- 
trary to common belief, only a minority 
were permitted to become Christians. 
Most slaveholders did not want to allow 
their property to have any permanent in- 
terest except work. However some felt that 
religion encouraged docility and thus 
should be promoted among the slaves. 
Most early religious services did provide a 
“harmless” escape valve for the Negro, 
since they consisted largely of emotional 
singing and dancing, and sermons that 
looked forward to the afterworld that 
awaited the “good” Negro. 

Practically all religious services in that 
era were conducted in the presence of a 
white man, who “observed” to see that 
nothing happened against the interests of 
the masters. This emotional and other- 
worldly character of the church services 
was carried over into the post slavery 
period, and still remains to a significant 
extent today among lower class Negroes. 

Just the same, the Negro church has 
iso served as the center of community 
life, since: it provides the only building in 


many communities that an impoverished, 


people can use for recreation, sociabil 
political meetings, and sometimes 
education; and since the minister’ 


Even in northern communities where the” 


population was against slavery, and even 
after emancipation, Negroes found them- 
selves segregated inside the walls of chur- 
ches, relegated to balcony seats, or to the 
back of the sanctuary. It was under such a

“Good will toward men?" Ask that boy 
and girl in- Boston. They will tell you how 
dangerous it is just-trying to go to the 
school the Board of Education has 
assigned them. Ask the parents of Black 
children going to school'in these turbulent 
cities who have anxiety and fear every 
time their children leave home for school. 
Ask the school officials who receive writ- 
ten and verbal insults every day simply 
because they are trying to eliminate 
discrimination from American school 
rooms. : 
“Good will toward men?” Ask Warren 
Dillon and his wife Jean. Warren Dillon, a 
computer engineer for IBM in New 
Orleans, La., was transferred to another 
nearby city. Not being able to find a 
suitable apartment, they sought to move a 
trailer they owned to their new city and 
live in it until they could find a suitable 
place. Here is what he had to say: “I con- 
tacted 10 or 15 trailer courts, and all of 
them, when | first inquired by telephone, 
said there was space available. When | 
went to pay the deposit and they found out 
1 was Black, then they told me there wasn't 


any space. The trailer came and | had to 


put it in storage.” 

At the time of year when everything 
about you says be merry, why raise the 
question: “Be merry about what?” 

This is what many Blacks are asking 
themselves this Christmas. When |s.Santa 
Claus gonna bring us that equality that 
he has been promising us for so long? 
What pennance do we have to perform to 
be entitled to that stocking full of justice at 
some Christmas time? 

Perhaps not in the jolly spirit of Christ- 
mas, but reflecting the feeling of those 
millions of Blacks to whom peace and 
good will are an anachronism, this poem 
taken from a lecture of John Hope 
Franklin, perhaps expresses their views: 
“We shall not always plant while others 


reap 

The golden increment of nursting fruit, 
Not always countenagce, abject and mute, 
That lesser men should hold their brothers 
cheap; 

Not everiastingly while others sleep

and black officials in the several big Bap- 
tist conventions, seem content to enjoy 
their authority and autonomy, free from 
“interference” from their white bretheren. 

The recent furor over the refusal of 
Jimmy Carter's church in Plains, Georgia 
to admit a Negro to membership, was not 
an example of the exception, but of the 
rule, in our Christian country. Most 
Negroes are distributed between the 
Protestant denominations, overwhelmingly 
in the Baptist churches. Many middle 
class Negroes are found in the Methodist 
churches, and a limited number of higher 
class Negroes wind up in the Episcopal,. 
cenerageional and Presbyterian Chur- 
ches. . i 

Of late the Catholic church has been 
making a bid for Negro members, and with 
moderate success, largely because it 
tends to abolish segregation, provide 
social services, and denounce 
discrimination, but in the larger- urban 
communities, the “all colored” parishes 
are not uncommon. 

And, while Negro churches are 
gradually moving away from their other- 
worldly, escapist, and emotional “safety 
valve” character, the prospects are that 
we will solve the ‘problem of 
desegregating our public schools, no mat- 
ter how painful the process, before we 
achieve a Christian fellowship in this 
country that knows no race, color, or 
previous condition of servitude.

Dems Flex Veto Muscles 
Having been given veto-proot power by the voters 


2 election. Democratic legislative leaders 
eager 8 begun flexing their po tical muscles: 
They will control the House by a 62 to 37 veto-proof 
majority and hold the upper branch, the Senate, 21 to 
12, when the 112th General Assembly convenes Jan. 
3. They need 20 votes in the Senate and 60 in the 
House to override a veto of the governor. 


n-Tuesday.when. the 111th General Assembly was 
oftiolally ended, “sine die” adjournment, Sen. Oliver 
Ocasek, Democrat Senate leader, took note of the 
veto-proot power, asserting that we ‘won't hesitate 
to attempt to override a gubernatorial veto next year. 
During the outgoing 111th assembly, the Democrats 
held veto power in the Senate but lacked it In the 
House by a one vote margin. As a result, Republican 
Gov. James A. Rhodes was able to make several of 
his vetoed bills stand up. 


Before closing up shop for the year, the Senate 
brought several Of hodes’ appointments up for con- 
sideration. 


The single recommendation of Rhodes that sailed 
through without a debate, was his appointment of 
Leonard T. Lancaster to the Ohio Industrial Com- 
mission. Rhodes tapped the black Massillon Demo- 
crat for the OIC seat from which ps yr J. Stebbins 
was removed under an avalanche of improper con- 
duct charaes in connection with his office. ; 

House Speaker Vernal J. Riffe Jr., Scioto County 
Democrat, made a very interesting statement last 
week at the swearing in ceremonies of four of his 
House colleagues. Prior to administering the oath to 
the foursome, Riffe noted that this r was the first 
time in history that every Democrat House incumbent 
that sought reelection won. 

He then administered the oath to Les Brown of 
Columbus, who will up the black membership from 
nine to 10; Reps. Phale D. Hale, James Baumann and 
Michael P. Stinziano. Hale, who is also black, is the 
dean of the Franklin County Democrat House 
delegation. ’ 

Incidentally, according to the State House 
grapevine, Hale may be bumped from the chairmans 
ship of the important Human Resources Committee. If 
bumped, he will be assigned.to head up a less im- 
portant committee, according to the political rumor 
mill. 

Committee assignments are made by the House . 
Speaker and will probably be announced before 
Christmas.

The Season Of Hope 


hristmas is everybody's favorite holiday, a time for 
ony and getting, a time tor family reunions, and for 
spreading the warmth and good cheer su absent at 
other times of the year. 

No small part of its importance lies in its essential 
naturé as a season of hope. A 

That aspect is stronger than ever in millions . of 
homes this year, for many people feel a new spirit 
rising in the nation. 

Now that conditions are improving. This will be 
another Christmas of cold wind whistling through ill- 
heated homes, of cheap substitutes instead of a 
holiday feast, and of empty Christmas stockings for 
children. 

The latest unemployment —— show another rise 
in the numbers out of work. The so-called “pause” in 
the economy is beginning to look like a real down- 
turn. Hunger and misery are still with us this Christ- 


mas. 

But, unlike recent Christmases, there seems to be 
more hope. And a lot of that hope revolves around the 

new President-slect, Jimmy Carter. 

A. large part of the hope that revolves around our 
next President is based on his stated objective of 
bringing people together — and on his track record in 
this area. ‘ 

It was symbolized the evening he accepted his 
party's nomination. There, on the platform with him, 
were political leaders of all wings of his party, from 

«those most active in seeking change to those most 
resistant to it. The symbol of segregation, George 
Wallace, was there atong with the father of the symbol 
of the civil rights movement, Dr. Martin Luther King, 
Sr., and Coretta Scott King, wife of the fallen Martin 
Luther King, Jr. 

Then the huge convention hall resounded to the 
civil rights anthem, “We*Shall Overcome”. For most 
blacks, and especially for those of us who marched 
and fought for civil rights, that was a moving moment, 
one that is now recalled in this season of hope. 

President-elect Carter helped revive the old New 
Deal coalition, welding labor, businessmen, ethnics, 
white southerners and blacks into a new national 
majority. The strains on that coalition are real and it 
remains to be seen whethere It can be held together 
under the stress of a new drive on our national 
problems, but there is hope today — and an optimism 
that it will succeed. : 

There is hope too, because the election of Jimmy 
Carter proved again that the democratic process 
works, We saw it work to unveil the Watergate 

conspiracy. We saw it work in the ouster of a 

« President who may woth people's trust. We saw it 

work in. the way dent Ford helped heal the 
wounds left by the Nixon-Watergate experience. 

And.now we Saw It work again as a little-known ex- 
governor, working within the system, captured first 
his party’s nomination and then the national election. 
That proved the democratic process is open to 
change, is flexible enough to bring forth a leader from 
outside the Establishment, and is capable of refiec- 
ting the people's will. \ 

is hope too, in the fact that the next President 

comes from a region that has not produced a 

President for a long time. Jimmy Carter's election 

showed that the South is no longer divorced from the 
nation, that the wounds of the past have healed, and 

that we are sophisticated enough as a nation and as a 

people to abandon regional distrust. 

Black people look to Jimmy Carter with hope that, 
ust as he ‘prevailed upon his fellow parishioners in 

lains to desegregate their church, so too will hé 
on upon his fellow Americans to desegregate our 
nation, : 

Along with that hope in a new Administration and a 
new beginning in tackling our national problems; | 
fee! a new mood in black communities of resolve to 
confront problems like crime and neighborhood 
deterioration that demand the committed involvement 
ot the people. There seems to be a new spirit of hope 
that we can face our problems, stand up to them, and 
finally overcome them. , 

So in spite of the grimness and hard times, this 
Christmas is a season of hope, of.ccnfidence that the 
prayers fof peace anc goodwill will be answered ‘in 
the coming months. _ :

“companion”, he gratefully 
accepted the position. 

Coleman says everything 
forthe happy couple was 

ing fine until his 1969 

rebird went on the blink 
and he was late for an 
appointment with his 
“lady.” 

According to him, Ms. 
Schmitt. became so upset 
that she told him the next 
day the two of them were 
going to Akron, where she 
did her banking, and buy 
him a new car. 

The next morning, true 
to her word, Ms. Schmitt 
purchased two bus tickets 
to Akron where the couple 
went to Ray Thomas Chry- 
sler and purchased a 
brown 1974 Scamp for 
$2,700 plus tax and 
license. According to 
Coleman, the car was paid 
for in cash and the title 
and registration were 
made out in his name. 

Because Ms. Schmitt 
was uncomfortable in the 
Scamp on the way back to 
Cleveland Coleman. says 
that she told him the next 
day the two of them were 
going back to the -car 
dealer.,and purchase a 
Cordoba for him because 
one of the salesmen had 
one and she liked it. 

Coleman says that Ms. 


Schmitt had made re- 
servations for the two of 
them to go on 4&@ 


transAtlantic cruise. The 
two were to leave on 
December 21, .and- return 
on January 3. 

On December 7, Cole- 
man and Ms, Schmitt went 
to..see. his parole. officer 
Carlos Grubbs to make the 
necessary arrangement for 
him to leave the country 
with his companion. 

Grubbs told The Call & 
Post that Coleman and Ms. 
Schmitt came to his office 
and Ms. Schmitt requested 
that arrangements be 
made so that Coleman, 
acting as her companion, 
would be able to 
accompany her on a trans- 
Atlantic cruise. 

After leaving the parole 
office Coleman and Ms. 
Schmitt started their return 
trip to Akron. They had 
planned to buy a new Cor- 
boda and do some shop- 
ping for their transAtlantic 
venture. “The old lady told 
me that she wanted to 
have enough clothes for 
me to be able to change 
three times a day,” Cole- 
man said. 

The duo also had 1:00 
p.m. hairdresser appoint- 
ments at O’Neil'’s Depart- 
ment Store. 

Coleman says that as 
they were driving on Route 
8 they saw a young white 
girl described by Coleman 
as “hippie looking” hitch- 
hiking with her dog. 

According to him, his 
employer told him to pick 
up the girl and see if she 
wanted to be their third 
companion. 

Coleman says that after 
he showed the girl a wad 
of money she agreed to 
come with them. 

The trio then went to a 
travel agency to purchase 
the “hippie” a ticket for the 
trip. 

Because the _ travel 
agency- was crowded and 
the’ old lady was sitting in 
the car all alone Goleman 
says that he and the “hip- 
pie" decided to wait with 
her. 

“We were sitting in the 
car for a while when all of 
a sudden the old lady 
started cussing and threw 
the girl out of the car. She 
caught that young girl with 
her hand on my leg,” Cole- 
man grinned. - 

This apparently set the 
mood for Ms. Schmitts' 
thunderous behavior for 
the rest of the day. 

According to O'Neil’s 
Department Store officials, 
the duo's beauty appoint- 
ment ended with Ms. 
Schmitt tearing the rollers 
out of her wet hair, grab- 
ney her coat and cane 
and storming out in a bar- 
rage of curse words be- 
cause no one at the beauty 
parlor knew quite what to 
do with, Coleman's hair. 

Store - security guards 
were called‘to track down 
the duo, making Ms. 
Schmitt sign for the work 
done to her hair. 


Coleman_and the women 
then went to the men’s 
department where accord- 
ing to Coleman, Ms. 
Schmitt bought him 11 
pieces of luggage, 20 pairs 
of socks, underwear, 17 
suits, jewelry, cologne and 
numerous other articles of 
clothing. 

O'Neil's security records 
show that the couple was 
finally stopped from 
charging items when the 
credit department notified 
them that Ms. Schmitt was 
attempting to charge seven 
leather coats to her ac- 
count. 

Coleman: says that his 
employer became angry 
and told him that she was 
going to the bank to draw 
out a “few thousand 
dollars” so that they could 
continue their shopping 
spree in cash. 

The bank excursion was 
cut short, however, as the 
Akron police apprehended 
the cguple in the parking 
lot. 

“They stuck a pistol in 
my face and asked me for 
my driver’s license,” said 
Coleman, “I! told them | 
didn't have one so they put 
me in a police car and took 
me to the station. All of the 
time | could hear my lady 
screaming for them to let 
me go because | was her 
companion and she didn't 
want to go anywhere with- 
out me.”

A 
security department 
employee at O'Neil’s who 
lives in Cuyahoga Falls, 
told The Call & Post that it 
had be@n rumored and 
several neighbors had re- 
ported to police that a 
“colored fellow" had been 
seen at Ms. Schmitt's 
house.
